A Permanent Strawberry Bed. 

On many farms tho strawberry bed 
has been allowed to run wild and form 
a complete sod. As a rule, it is best 
to plow under such a bed and make a 
new one, but sometimes this is the 
only available spot for the purpose and 
with proper management no crop of 
berries need be lost. At any time 
after the bearing season is over and 
before the ground freezes in the fall, 
secure a good one-horse breaking plow 
that will turn a narrow furrow, eight 
inches being sufficient. Have the outter 
well sharpened and then set stakes 
where you want your rows of straw¬ 
berries, and plow the ground between 
the rows, throwing the earth away 
from the rows. Be careful to keep 
your furrows straight and plow to 
within about three inches of the stakes.

do the same and a block of strawberry 
plants six inches wide will be left 
standing for each row.

The main difficulty in successfully 
spraying potatoes is that rain washes 
the poison off the vines, frequently 
within an hour after its application. 
An easy and inexpensive way to spray 
potatoes in wet weather is to use ten 
pounds of flour to a barrel of water and 
about one-haif to one pound of paris 
green. Mix the flour in a bucket or 
buckets to a consistency of thin 
cream, mix the paris green into this 
liquid, then add to the water and keep 
agitated while spraying. The flour 
keeps the poison in suspension in the 
barrel and when the liquid falls on the 
vines forms a paste which holds the 
poison on the vines and will pass 
through many rainstorms and continue 
to destroy bugs. With this method 
one spraying will kill all bugs and save 
the crop. 


GARCIA GIVES UP. 

The Cuban Qeneral Sends His 
Resignation to Gomez. 

SAYS HE HAS BEEN SLIGHTED. 

Ala* Object, to the Spani.li MnnicIpHl 
Officer, in Authority at That 
Place. 

New York.—A Sun’s cable from San¬ 
tiago says: The ill feeling produced 
among the Cubans by Shafter’s latest 
orders in Santiago has culminated in a 
serious rupture between Shatter and 
Garcia. As a consequence Garcia has 
withdrawn his army to tho interior. 
He first held a council of his officers 
and tendered to Gomez his resignation 
as commander of the Cuban army of 
the east. Garcia also sent the follow¬ 
ing letter to Sliafter: 

“Sir: On May 12th the Govern¬ 
ment of Cuba ordered me to co-operate 
with the American Army, following 
the plans and obeying the orders of 
its commander. 1 have done my best, 
sir, to fulfill the wishes of my Govern¬ 
ment and I have ltoen until now one of 
your most faithful subordinates, honor¬ 
ing myself in carrying out your orders 
and instructions so far as my powers 
have allowed me to do it. 

“The city of Santiago surrendered to 
the American Army, and news of that 
important event was given to me by 
persons entirley foreign to your staff. 
T have not. been honored with a single 
word from yourself informing me about 
the negotiations for peaod or the terms 
of capitulation by the Spaniards. The 
important ceremony of the surrender 
of Spain’s army and the taking posses¬ 
sion of the city by yourself, took place 
later on and 1 only know of both events 
by public reports. I was neither 
honored, sir, with a kind word front 
you, inviting myself or any officer of 
my staff to represent the Cuban army 
on that memorable occasion. 

“Finally, I know you have left in 
power at Santiago tho same Spanish 
authorities that for three years I have 
fought as enemies of the independence 
of Cuba. I beg to say that these au¬ 
thorities have never been elected San¬ 
tiago residents of the city, but were 
appointed by royal decrees of the Queen 
of Spain. 

“I would agree, sir, that the army 
under your command should have taken 
poMetffikm <* the city, tU garrison and 

forts. I would give my warm co-oper¬ 
ation to any measure you may have 
deemed best under American military 
law to hold the city for your army and 
to preserve public order until the time 
comes to fulfill the solemn pledge of 
the people of the United States to es¬ 
tablish in Cuba a free and independent 
government, but when the question 
arises, of api>ointing authorities in 
Santiago under the peculiar circum¬ 
stances of our thirty-years’ strife 
against Spanish rule, I cannot see, but 
with deep regret, that snob authorities 
are not elected by the Cuban people, 
but are the same ones selected by the 
Queen of Spain, and hence are minis¬ 
ters to defend against Cubans the Span¬ 
ish sovereignty. 

“A rumor, tooabsurd to be believed, 
General, ascribes the reason of your 
measures, and of orders forbidding my 
army to enter Santiago.for fear of mas¬ 
sacre and revenge against Spaniards. 
Allow me, sir, to pretest against even 
the shadow of such an idea. We are 
not savages ignoring the rules of civil¬ 
ized warfare. We are a poor, ragged 
army, as ragged and as jioor as was the 
army of your forefathers itt their noble 
war for independence, but, as did the 
heroes of Saratoga and Yorktown, we 
respeW t<sj deeply our cause to disgrace 
it with barbarism and cowardice. 

“In view of all these reasons, I sin¬ 
cerely regret to be unable to fulfill any 
longer the orders of my government, 
and, therefore, I have tendered my 
resignation as commander of this sec¬ 
tion of the army. 

“Awaiting his resolution, I with¬ 
draw my forces to the' interior. 

“Very respectfully yours, 
“CALIXTO GARCIA.” 

HOSTILE TO HIS QUEEN. 

Weyler Will Not Arcept Hard Peace 
Term, for Spain. 

New York.—A Madrid cable to the j

WOMAN'S WORK IN WAR 

What Bha la Doing for Soldier* and 
Their Families. 

Patriotic New York women, under 
the leadership of Mr*. Ellen Hardin 
Walworth, have organized the “Wo¬ 
men’s National War Relief Associa¬ 
tion’’ for the purpose of aiding In the 
comfort of the soldiers and sailors who 
are fighting for their flag. Tbe woman 
who Is not a member of a war relief 
association of some sort Is the excep¬ 
tion. The meetings of these organiza¬ 
tions have almost entirely taken the 
place of such gatherings as pink teas, 
literary afternoons aud ethical culture 
sessions. Scores of societies, little and 
big. are either running along smooth¬ 
ly. hut busily, or are yet In the throes 
of organization. 

All have the same general purpose, 
to provide a channel through which the 
patriotic enthusiasm of the American 
woman may he directed. Each mem¬ 
ber wants to do something, be lt ever 
so little, toward the work of xvagiug 
war. Some of tlie societies are merely 
village organizations, entirely local In 
character and Interested only lu the 
welfare of the little company of home 
soldiers who are away at the front. 
Others are branches of associations 
which are national in scope. 

The chief executive officer of tho Wo¬ 
man’s National War Relief Association 
Is Mrs. Ellen Hardin Walworth, whose 
official title Is that of director general. 
Mrs. Walworth Is quite capable of di¬ 
recting the affairs of an organization 
as large as this one promises to be. 
She Is one of the three original found¬ 
ers of the national society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
She ranks as one of the feminine pio¬ 
neers in chronicling American history 
and genealogy. She was also among 
the first of her sex to make a thorough 
and systematic study of parliamentary 
law and practice, her classes for con¬ 
sidering parliamentary procedure be¬ 
ing well known In New York City, as 
is also the Post Parliament Club, of 
whic h she is President. Associated 
with her are such women as Mrs. Rus¬ 
sell Sage, Miss Helen Gould, Mrs. Dan- 
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lei Butterfield, Mrs. Seth Low, Mrs. W. 
C. Choate aud others whose names are 
known far and wide. Mrs. U. S. Grant 
has recently accepted the national 
presidency of the organization. 

i Fact m About Cuba's Climate. 

The weather bureau at Washington 
has completed a valuable treatise ou 
the climate of Cuba, which furnishes 
definite figures Iu support of the con¬ 
tention that the bugaboo of the rainy 
season lu Culm Is largely imaginary. 
The average temperature at Havana 
during June, July, anil August Is only 
82 degrees—the same as that at New 
Orleans, and only seven degrees more 
Hihu ut Washington, lu fact, Wash¬ 
ington has hotter days than Havana 
ever lias. Havana's hottest is 100 de¬ 
grees. while Washington’s Is 104 de¬ 
grees. The average yearly r.tfnfall at 
Havana Is considerably less than at 
New Orleans, being 51.73 Inches, 
against the Louisiana city’s 60.52 
Inches. Even in the so called rainy 
season, which began with May and will 
end with September, the rainfall at 
Havana is only 82.37 Inches, as against 
New Orleans’ 27 Inches.

Frank R. Stockton, In bis sketches vt 
“The Buccaneers of Onr Coast," tvrltea 
Of Bartbolemy Portuguez In the St. 
Nicholas. After telling of his escape 
from the Spanish, Mr. Stockton says: 
He had found lu the marsh an old 
gourd, which he had filled with fre*h 
water; and he had nothing but the raw 
shed-fish which he found upon the 
rocks. But after a diet of roots, shell¬ 
fish must have been a very agreeable 
change, and they gave him all the 
strength and vigor he needed. \ ery 
often he found streams and Inlets 
which he was obliged to ford; and oa 
he could see that they were always fill¬ 
ed with alligators, the passage of them 
was not very pleasant. His method of 
getting across one of these narrow 
streams was to hurl rocks into tbe wa¬ 
ter until he had frightened away the 
aligators Immediately in front of him, 
and then he would dush in and hurry 
across. At other times great forests 
stretched down to the very coast, and 
through these he was obliged to make 
his way, although he could hear the 
roars and screams of wild beasts all 
about him. But he was bound for Gol- 
pho Triete, and was not to be stopped 
on his way by anything alive. 

But at last he came to something, not 
alive, which seemed to be an obstacle 
which would certaiuly get rhe better of 
him. This was a wide river flowing 
through the inland country Into the sea. 
He made his way up the shore of this 
river for a considerable distance, but 
lt grew but little narrower, and he 
could see no chance of getting across. 
He could not swim, and if he bad been 
able to swim he would probably have 
l>een eaten up by alligators soon after 
he left the shore. But he would uot 
give up; he had done so much that he « 
was ready to do more if he could only 
find out wliat to do. 

Now a piece of very good fortune hap¬ 
pened to him. although to an ordinary , 
traveler it might have been considered 
a matter of no Importance whatever. 
Ou the edge of the shore, where It had 
floated down from some region higher 
up the river, Bartholemy perceived an 
old board in which were some long and 
heavy rusty nails. Greatly encouraged 
by tliia discovery, Bartholemy carefully 
knocked all the nails out of the board, 
and then, finding a large flat stone, he 
rubbed down each one of them until he 
had formed lit into the sha.pe of a rude 
knife-blade, which he made as sharp 
as he could. Then with these tools he 
undertook the construction of a raft. 
With the nails which he had sharpened, 
he cut down a number of small trees, 
aud when he had enough of these slen¬ 
der trunks he bound them together 
with reeds and osiers which he found on 
the river-bank. 

Thus after infinite labor and trial lie 
constructed a raft which would bear 
him on the surface of the water. When 
he had launched this he got upon It, 
gathering up his legs so as to keep them 
out of reach of the alligators, and with 
a long pole inrslied himself off from 
shore. Sometimes paddling and some¬ 
times pushing his pole against the bot¬ 
tom, he at last got across tlie river, and 
took up his Journey upon dry land. 

Rubber Ruins Babies' Teeth. 

“Bottle-raised babies may Ik? just oa 
gool as liablcs raised in the natural 
way,” said a well-known dentist, "bu* 
there Is no doubt that they are deficient 
in the staldllty of their teeth. I don’t 
know that the bottle foods injure their 
t vth or prevent their teeth from be¬ 
coming as hard as the teeth of more for¬ 
tunate babies. Tlie trouble appears to 
lie in the nursing from the rubber nip¬ 
ple. The sulphur or other material used 
In hardening the rubber injures the 
teeth in other ways tliau by discoloring 
them. It softens them so that they de¬ 
cay and fall out at least a year or a 
year and a half earlier than they 
should. I know it is useless to deary 
raising (tables liy liottle, for there are 
those who pay no attention to Huch 
complaints. The dentist, however, has 
no trouble in distinguishing l>ottle-nils- 
ed babies by the appearance and condi¬ 
tion of their teeth. There should be 
some substitutes l'or the rubber nipple, 
and it see-ins strange, with all the im¬ 
provements some substitute for the 
rubber nipple, and our great-grand¬ 
mothers' days are still In use."—Wash¬ 
ington Star. 

Stair Treads Made of Lead. 

Sheet lead is often used for stair 
treads in place of rubber, but unfortu¬ 
nately, while durable and nousllpping 
either wet or dry, lt has a tendency to 
“flow,” or grow thin at tlie points of 
greatest wear. In a new article of 
manufacture the lead is east on a wire- 
wove core and is produced in thick¬ 
ness approximating that of eight- 
pound sheets. By adopting this meth¬ 
od of manufacture all the advantages 
of u secure foothold arc insured, and 
the tendency of the lead to “flow" or 
work thin is entirely overcome. The 
combination is described as being more 
durable aud possessing an inherent 
strength and elasticity which neither 
the steel core nor the lead separately 
could possibly give. A still greater 
field for this article is for roofing pur- 
poses, lead floors for cold-storage 
rooms, magazines and decks of ships.— 
Boston Journal.

It is interesting to note in Smollett's 
“Travels Through France aud Italy” 
that when the novelist was making an 
excursion in March, 1783, from Nice 
across the Maritime Alps to Turin he 
descended the Piedmontese slope of the 
Col ili Teudu toward Ouneo on a tobog¬ 
gan. 

‘‘Having reached the top of thamoun- 
tain,” he tells us in letter 88, “we 
prepared for descending on the other 
side by the lesee, which is an occasional 
sledge made of two pieces of wood, car¬ 
ried up by the coulauts (local guides) 
for the purpose. I did not much relish 
this kind of carriage, especially as th* 
mountain was very steep aud covered 
with such a thick tog that wo could 
hardly see two or three yards before us. 
Nevertheless our guides were so confi¬ 
dent aud my companion, who hail pass¬ 
ed the sume way on other occasions, so 
secure that I ventured to place myself 
on this machine, one of the coulauts 
standing behind mo and the other sit¬ 
ting before me as the conductor, with 
his foot puddling in the snow, in 
order to moderute the velocity of its 
descent. Thus accommodated, we de¬ 
scended the mountuin with such rapidi 
ty that in an hour we reached Liiuon. 
Here we waited two full hours for the 
mules which traveled with tho servants 
by tho common road.” 

This is simply tobogganing used as a 
practical means of transit for travelers 
in tho Alps.—Chambers’ Journal. 


The Tallest I.amlinark In the World. 

The most important island in the Ca 
nary group is Tenerife, whose famous 
mountain known to navigators as one 
of the most imposing landmarks in the 
world. The mountain rises li, 18J feet 
above the sea. thc (leak having the form 
of a sugar loaf. Considering tho fact 
that the island is itself a mountain, 
springing almost (lerpendiculurly from 
the ocean, the bottom of which is six 
Buies below, Tenerife is the loftiest 
peak in the world. Beside it Mont 
Blanc is a pygmy. Cotopaxi, Kinchiu- 
jimga and Mount Everest dwindle by 
comparison. While all the islands are 
volcanic and all contain evidences of 
very recent action, Tenerife is the only 
oin- which still continues in eruption. 

The .summit of the mountain is a cir¬ 
cular wall, inclosing a crater a mile in 
diameter and over 100 feet in depth. 
From the oiling, and oven from the sea¬ 
shore, the sides of Tenerife seem as 
though carved by baud, but the im¬ 
mense si/.e of the mountain is in pro-. 
portion to this crater, although it seems 
incredible to the looker on tintt at the 
mountain top there should be one of the 
largest craters in the world.

TI>. Ship'. Bell. 

The ship's bell is the mariner's clock. 
The uautieal day begins aud ends at 
noon, when eight bells is struck. The 
bell is struck half hourly, day and 
night, oue stroke being added for each 
half hour until eight is reached, when 
tho count begins at oue bell. 

In the United States navy the ship’s 
bell hangs usually under the forecastle, 
or just forward of the foremast. The 
captain's orderly keeps the time and re¬ 
ports to the officer of the deck the hour 
in terms of "bells.” The officer of the 
deck then bids the messenger of the 
watch strike the bell. There is some 
w lmt more formality at eight bells than 
at other times, for theu the hour is re¬ 
ported to the captain aud the bell not 
struck until he has said. ‘‘Make it so.” 
Here is the routine on board a rnau-of- 
Vvur at. 8 o'clock iu the morniug: The 
orderly says to the officer of the deck. 
“Eight hells, sir. ” The officer of the 
dock replies, “Report to the captain 
eight hells and clmmometera wound. ” 
The orderly theu goes to the captain and 
says, "Eight, bells aud the chronometers 
wound, sir.” The captain replies, ‘‘Very 
well; make it so. ” The orderly goes to 
the officer of the deck aud says, "Make 
it so, sir. ” The officer of the deck says 
to thc messenger of the watch, "Strike 
eight bells, ” aud if everybody has been 
prompt the messenger strikes eight bells 
at exactly 8 a. iu. —Boston Post.
